IIOSTIT.-L  (a  metqjre  hut  holding  40  nixed  British  1 ,0*TT,  and  coolie 
pationts)  w^a  full,  then  those  patients  wore  ahovod  into  a  suall  loan-to 
sholtor  of  uttap  leavos  and  left  to  their  fat©.  l?o  provision  was  node 
for  their  fcedinw  or  drinking  und  the  dcctor  i/c  the  Coolio  Cholera 
Hospital  ?ms  not  uiven  necessary  nodical  supplies  or  staff  to  deal  with 
these  unwanted  or  excess  pationts.  jlioy  ’..’ere  loft  to  die.  I  3uw  coolies 
j  crawling  fron  this  hut  on  their  knees  be^in^  for  food  und  their  only 
!  answer  fron  the  japaneso  oreorlies  was  abuse  and  kicks,  m  the  Cholera 
Hospital  itself  the  British  *:.0.  i/c  was  overworked,  under-staffed  and 
so  ill  equipped  with  iastrunents  and  dru^s  that  noodles  made  fron  bauboo, 
cut  by  thcnsolves,  were  used  fer  intravonous  saline  infusions  neocssary 
for  the  treatment  of  clu  lora.  ihis  v;as  seen  by  itself.

It  wus  said  of  Cholera  Hospitals  in  this  area  that  excess  or 
nearly  dead  coolie  pationts  ;/ore  fercod  into  cannon  pit  jraves  and  buriod 
alivo  -  if  there  vmo  protest,  the  ccolios  were  beaten  dex/n  with  spades  by 
japonosc  ordorlios.  This  fact  I  of ton  heard  substantiated  by  nany 
RJL.L1.C.  orderlies  fron  different  oanpsi  oye-witno3s  of  this  particular 
atrocity  -

I  was  tcld,  in  my  oapuolty  as  dootor,  to  acoompany  the  Japanese 
I!.0.  of  tho  JAPANESE  UTIELX  AH1Y  HJfDIEHE  UNIT.  In  order  to  uivo  anti- 

•  cholera  innooulutlona  to  coolies.  arrived  at  a  Sanitary  cordon  Hut  on 

the  path  leading  from  the  south  alone  the  railway  line  then  beine  con¬ 
structed.  „t  dusk  a  lono  procossion  of  coolies,  cerryin^their  boloneinea 
and  clilldren,  and  utterly  exhausted,  walked  through  the  control  barrier 
and  so  onwards  to  tho  caqp  where  they  would  rest  for  tho  nioht.  Instoad 
of  treat in^  these  coolies  nith  consideration  -  they  wero  already'  starved 
and  had  walked  all  day  carrying  loads  without  food  -  tho  Japanese  'doctors • 
□ado  constant  'fun*  of  these  exhausted  coolies.  The  usual  procedure  at 
these  points  (a  necessary  one  since  cholera  was  rampant  up  and  down  *tho 
lino*  at  that  time)  was  for  an  exauinatlon  of  the  anus  with  a  class,  uetal 

,  or  bambeo  probe  to  be  mode,  and  tho  ooolle  sprayed  with  a  disinfectant. 

This  wus  all  done  in  an  atrocious  manner.  Female  coolies,  naturally. 

'  objected  to  lifting  up  their  skirts  in  front  of  a  Jeering  nob  of  white 
coated  Japanese  and  their  many  friends  standing  in  the  roar  -  these  wonen 
;  were  pickod  out  by  tho  Japanese  and  often  their  skirts  were  thrown  ri^ht 
,  ovor  their  heads,  or  their  heads  forced  down  to  tho  ,_round,  whilst  a 
,  lauohixio  crowd  examined  the  woman's  'private  parts'.  If  olthor  a  man  or 
,  a  woman,  usually  white  hairod  and  exhausted,  lingered  or  seemed  uncertain 
of  what  to  do  thoy  wero  horded  forward  by  smacks  all  over  the  body  with 
j  larce  bombeo  at  idee  or  poles,  if  there  wus  any  hesitation  whilst  the 
I  spraying  was  done  tlion  the  smarting  disinfectant  was  purposely  sprayed 
,  into  tho  face  and  eyes.  The  anal  examination  was  performed  by  japoneso 
medical  ordorlies.  1  cave  tho  innoculations  of  anti-cholera  sorumi  the 
Japanese  J?,0.  himself  stood  at  ono  oifie  of  tho  lino  of  coolios  waving  a 
hu^o  stick  and  mony  tines,  when  coolios  voro  bonding  do\m,  ho  would  striko 
f  thorn  aoroso  the  buttocks  with  a  larco  bamboo  pole,  one  inch  thick  at  least, 
and  also  kick  them,  on  doinc  this  he  would  leap  up  into  tho  air  with  <jlee 
and  shouts  of  mirth,  with  his  orderlies  Joining  in  upon  each  occasion.  At 

•  tho  same  tine  he  himself  wore  a  white  face  meek,  white  coat  and  bic  boots 
:  und  ho  Oot  an  orderly  to  spray  him  all  over  every  so  often.  On  the  way 

'  back,  in  halting  ho  explained  to  qy  protests  that  those  coolies 

1  wero  in  his  opinion  sub-human  and  net  worthy  of  any  consideration  and 

•  ooomed  surprised  that  I  did  not  take  the  sane  viowj  he  then  passed  on  to 
!  a  discussion  of  haw  Japanese  sur0ical  science  was  far  in  advance  of  the 

British  and  .jiarican  efforts.

Here  was  a  very  lar^o  coolie  hospital  even  in  tho  early  days  of 
1  1943*  rationts  who  were  considered  likoly  to  die,  cr  v/hoso  troutmant 
would  hevo  to  be  prolonged,  and  who,  after  beino  cured  and  wore  considered 
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l  of  no  further  use  co  labour  on  tho  railway,  were  oil  put  into  tho  ■Dead 
House*  (noood  so  by  tho  japanose  thcnsolves),  This  was  a  lnnu  badly  unde 
hut,  liablo  to  flooding,  at  the  rlvor  side  and  allowed  to  gt  into  a  uost 
dolapidutcd  condition  and  althouji  200-300  yards  frou  the  rest  of  the 
hoopital  huts  not  providod  with  its  own  firoplQoes  or  kitchen.  Tho 
ju^amoso  nodical  orderlies  very  rarely  visited  this  place  and  did  not 
.  bother  at  all  with  its  adioinictration,  and  no  British  M.0,  or  R.A.IhC. 

1  orderly  was  aliened  to  visit  it.  The  conscquenoe  of  this  look  of 
j  attention  was  that  tho  "native*  (tplay  Tanil  dressors  usually)  dressers 
*  and  the  jvplayan  sarvico  Tai  J.1  *dootor*  \/ho  was  roally  an  ex-drossor,  woro 
1  in  char^o  of  this  hut  and  seriously  nisubuood  their  position,  ratients 
J  wore  left  entirely  without  troatuont  for  nany  days  on  end,  food  and 
!  water  v/as  not  supplied  to  patients  unablo  to  rise  frou  the  banboo  frones 
I  on  which  they  lay  -  tho  *stink*  in  oonsequunco  of  unattended  wounds  and 
unattended  excretions  of  naturo  wo s  aluost  unbearable  in  the  heat.  I  used 
I  to  visit  this  *Doad  House*  and  was  told  uwy  piteous  storios  by  the  inuates 
.  -  thoy  accused  tho  so-called  native  dressers  of  not  brinoino  in  their  two 
|  ueals  of  rice  and  chillie  water  (allowod  by  tho  Japanese)  unless  they  wero 
'  bribed  to  do  so  -  sous  of  thee:  hud  oven  to  pay  tun  dollars  ($10)  for  a 
|  container  of  water,  ftiey  crawlod  about,  or  lay  any.  hero,  as  best  they 
j  could  ,7 

I  consider  the  frightful  state  of  this  particular  *Dead  House* 
(there  was  one  in  every  Japanese  ooolie  hospital)  at  that  tine  to  bo  a 
serious  nis-use  of  uodioal  jriviloLO  by  the  japanose  authorities  running 
tho  coolie  hospital.  The  truth  is  that  conditions  in  this  hut  were  so 
discustinc,  that  the  japaneso  therjsolves  preferred  to  keep  away  despito 
their  nodical  responsibility.

I  lived  in  a  tent  opposito  the  uuard-houso  of  the  jnpunoso 
Military  police  (EEiiriT.il).  On  nany  occasions  I  saw  uany  coolies  forced 
up  the  bic  trees  near  tho  ^uard-houso  by  Japanese  uslnc  lone  sharpened 
banboo  poles,  '.'hun  ooolies  had  reached  tho  top  of  the  troos  and  could  c° 
no  further  they  were  repeatedly  Jubbod  at  by  tho  Japanese  ^uurds  with  those 
sharpened  polos.  The  cries  of  four  and  horror  of  thoeo  non  could  bo  heard 
all  ovor  the  cunp,  and  they  wore  ofton  kept  up  in  these  positions  for  48 
hours  at  a  tine  without  food  or  water.  On  soveral  occasions  I  saw  coolies 
fall  down  off  the  troos  when  they  wero  only  snarled  at  and  kicked  by  their 
oaptors.  Or.  one  occasion  I  saw  a  ooolie  of  a^e  about  5°-6°  (crey  hair  and 
eueciatod)  throtm  into  the  nearby  swift  river  despito  his  exhaustion!  he 
floated,  repeatedly  sinking,  down  tho  river  and  was  rescued  by  a  r.O,'..', 

(a  irivato  J,  Dunk,  R.A.M.C. .  attached  F.M.S.V.F.)  bathing  further  down. 
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Despite  aio  state  tho  coolie  crawled  into  tho  Jungle  blooding  and 
presumably  died  later  at  ni^ht.  At  ni^it  tine  the  coolies  in  tho  trees 
lu.d  no  respite  as  tho  jupaneso  wuards  whenever  they  folt  like  it  attached 
burnir.w  pitch  fa^y,ots  to  the  end  of  their  poles  and  continued  to  Jab  a  way 
at  the  coolies  above  with  firo  -  accor-puniod  as  usual  by  the  howls  of  the 
.50;.  ^nd  the  lauchtr  and  jers  of  the  0uadc,  At  this  saj.se  gait-house  coolios 
ccujht  for  various  misdemeanours  (and  1  havo  to  admit,  that  cf  stealing 
which  the  Japanese  wore  very  intolerant  cf  -  but  conorally  on  account  of 
ausontceisjj  from  work)  wero  flowed  axtro:.jely  sevorely  by  theco  Kctjsoi 
guards  -  in  several  instances  1  huvo  seen  coclies  fuint  off  tiod  up  against 
trees  uith  their  covcro  punishi.^eiit«

I  was  placod  in  choree  of  the  Dyaontery  nrd  of  this  Hospital  - 
at  this  tin*  thero  was  an  uveru^e  of  40  patients  daily,  and  an  averse  of 
-  3  deaths  duily,  jy  indictment  is  th<-t  patients  were  not  jjiven 
sufficient  dressings  for  their  wounds  and  totally  insufficient  dru^s  for 
treatment .  ^aelino  nydroohloride,  tho  only  druj  capable  of  saving  life 
ir.  ;.ncebic  Dyeentery,  was  absolutely  rith-hold  doopito  almost  daily 
protoots,  ivory  aornin^  1  had  to  uttend  tho  Japanese  Medical  stores  for 
r.y  issue  of  dru<_o  and  dressings  for  this  word  -  although  the  ward  was  con¬ 
sidered  the  "Dead  House*  bj  tho  rest  of  tho  hospital,  and  so  admitted 
tho  r.cot  fulminating  oases  of  Tropicul  ulcor  -  cases  in  which  one  cr  both 
iocs  mj-.t  have  tho  bone  completely  exposed  from  knee  to  ankle  -  1  was  yot 
crave ly  every  nomine  handed  a  piece  of  auuzo,  3  inchos  by  3  inchos,  or 
sj-aiierj  one  bandage  ovory  third  or  fourtlj  duy,  half  a  dozen  tablots  of 
soda  bicarbonate}  one  tablet  of  aspirin}  u  few  crystals  of  potassium 
rermuncanuto}  and  1-3  tablots  of  an  ontisoptic  chin  to  Acrifluvino 
called  *pivunol*}  cotton  wool, one  handful  if  one  was  lucky,  consequently 
aressincs  had  to  bo  provided  from  tho  boiled  clothin^  of  coolies  who  had 
iod,  and  waen  that  was  used  up,  just  leaves,  ro  instruments  wore  supplied 
l.c,  no  scissors  or  forceps,  bottles  or  Jars  rarely. 


Duo  to  the  ill-equipped  state  coolies  in  the  lost  stores  cf 
Dyaontery  had  to  bo  nursod  on  mat3  on  tho  boro  jround  as  tho  mat3  bccamo 
1  lltaier  and  filthior  by  excrota  they  could  not  bo  replaced  despite 
pretoots.  Food  was  supplied  but  was  cf  such  inferior  quality  (rico  and 
vegetable  soup  chiefly)  that  it  was  impossible  for  patients  to  recover  on 
it  especially  when  already  suffering  from  starvation,  beri-beri  and  dysen- 
tery.  Durin^  this  period  1  remember  ct  least  three  patients  who  committed 
suicide  as  they  realised  there  wus  no  hope  for  thorn}  one  suicide  would 
conmenco  a  sequence  of  such  acts  throughout  the  hospital  as  the  railway 
lino  was  conveniently  near. 


I  do  not  know  7/kether  1  can  dirootly  blame  the  Japanese 
Couaandant  (captain,  now  j*jor,  KUDO  of  the  i,j,i4.  m^inocr  Ro,jt.)  for 
t.'.osc  conditions,  gut  there  was  a  3oriou3  ohcrtu^c  of  dru^s,  dressings 
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and,  i  think,  6  cr  leee  Japaneso  ordorliea.  It  la  thua  not  surprising 
that  there  must  hove  boon  leakages  and  thofta  of  food  and  dru^s. 

I  do  knovr  th*t  HiJor  I01DO  ijot  drunk  Tory  frequently  and  that  ho 
chaacd  any  fcir-lookia^  coclio  woman  patient  he  over  saw  and  *slept*  v/lth 
her  dco}ltc  tho  husband's  protests,  and  also  that  a  itilay  dreaaor  wished 
to  run  away  as  his  wifo  nos  boinj  approoehod  by  the  cooaandunt,  so  it  la 
not  surprising  that  the  rumour  uot  around  that  tho  vegetables  uhioh  should 
have  been  .  ivon  as  rations  to  tho  British  I'.O.We  in  the  cuqp  uoro  sold  in 
tho  coolie  canteen  and  that  prisoners  (all  f!,Oa  and  medical  ordorliea) 
oould  thua  buy  back  their  own  rat lens  at  hi^h  rates.

(6)  m  this  Kanburi  coolie  Hospital  was  a  jr,  chin  (a  Malay 
born  Chinese,  livin^  boforo  tho  war  at  Bittorworth,  near  Tenant).  I 
have  no  proof  but  ho  was  widely  suspected  by  ell  7.0.17.  as  bcin^  an  accom¬ 
plice  cf  tho  Japanese,  and  that  he  (juve  information  away  to  the  KEUTI 
police  (Japanese  Military  police)  at  Kanburi  concerning  leakage  of  news 
from  the  outside  world  into  tho  camp  -  this  incriminated  friendly  Siamese 
subjects  and  caused  tho  torture  of  British  r.O.h'.  under  the  jnponoso 
police,  ho  was  definitely  anti-British  whon  I  first  knew  him  late  in 
1944  hut  gradually  chan^od  his  views.  At  tho  time  whon  there  was  a  KUCI 
enquiry  re^ordint  British  r.O.’i  •  subversive  activities  I  sow  ir.  CHIN 
cycling  into  Kanburi  town  every  nomine  which  was  an  unusual  practice 

for  him  as  he  worked  in  the  hospital  evory  corning  us  "head  doctor*. 

I  have  no  definito  infomotion  excepting  for  his  original  anti-British 
views  and  his  opinion  that  we  should  loso  tho  war.  I  have  to  say  that  his 
wife,  nemo  unknown,  was  friendly  to  British  prisoners  and  on  cno  oocasion 
_avo  ono  tied  up  against  a  polo  at  tho  Guard  House  a  ^lass  of  wator 
despite  the  objections  of  the  juponeso  Guards.

(7)  The  Ooncral  medical  and  sanitary  management  cf  the  ontlre 
coolie  eta  .pa  spread  up  and  dcun  the  sion-Bmna  Railway  was  absolutely 
deplorable,  and  conditions  even  at  this  late  date  seen  unbolievuble. 

The  administration  was  such  that  whole  bodies  of  thousands  of  eoolies  and 
British  r.O.vrs  would  be  merohod  all  day  to  new  cuup  sites;  they  would 
then  be  left  to  build  their  own  huts  and  be  left  sometimes  oven  without 
rice  for  food  for  days  at  a  time.  This  occurred  when  *F*  and  *H*  Forces 
cf  rrisoners  arrived  in  si at;  from  Singapore •  Considering  the  extremely 
hard  manual  labour  of  coolies  and  our  own  men  the  food  during  1943  011(1 
early  1944  was  absolutely  inadequate.  Man  working  from  beforo  dawn  up 
till  aidnioht  had  to  Oo  for  periods  of  4  to  8  weeks  on  a  diet  of  rice  and 
vegetable  water  only,  it  is  not  surprising  that  hundreds  collapsed  from 
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starvation  and  tho  ocnaoquent  lowered  resistance  to  tropical  disoasos 
suoh  as  malaria  and  dysentery*  Although  tho  japonoso  ttj&icul  authorities 
knew  the  prevalence  of  malaria,  mosquito  neta  durino  1943  early  1944 

were  not  suppliod  to  coolies  or  prisoners,  There  vuo  u  total  luck  of 
appreciation  of  the  situation  by  local  Uuerds  so  that  coolies  end  r.O.T.*. 
would  arrive  perhaps  with  plenty  of  rice  but  no  containers  to  cook  it  in* 
Sloknoss  throughout  this  period  was  not  considered  a  cause  of  absenteeism, 
and  coolio  coop  Jijfl)0RS  (Chiefs)  had  to  produce  a  certain  fixed  percentage 
of  workers  present  every  day  -  if  the  figure  fell  tho  Japanese  (juords 
would  visit  ccolle  and  British  noopitulsand  whip  the  non  with  oenos  or 

strike  then  with  bcijbco  poles  and  mako  them  ocue  out  to  work  (l  saw  this 

dono  my  so  If  many  a  tias  in  coolio  hospitels  and  once  at  tho  British 

Hospital  at  I'lNSLVYCK  in  July  1943  -  tho  protosts  of  British  doctors  were 

not  considered  and  of ton  tho  doctor  ended  up  with  a  boating  hiuoolf*  The 
provision  of  sunitary  facilities  was  ludicrous  -  merely  pits  without  any 
shelter  for  thousands  of  uon,  and  those  had  to  be  du^  by  patients  from 
tho  hospitals  as  the  rest  of  the  comps  wore  out  working  on  the  railnay  dur¬ 
ing  daylight.  The  ecllcotion  of  flies  round  the  open  latrine  pita  was 
disoustinj  and  by  thoir  dissemination  amx>n^ot  living  huts  and  cookhousos 
disoasee  spread  rapidly  at  every  oump,  r.ith  the  advent  of  cholera  to  back 
up  the  dysont6ry  and  malaria  the  Japanese  were  forced  to  send  down  to 
Singapore,  when  it  was  alroady  too  late,  for  a  party  of  40  doctors  and 
about  20C  n,A.K.C.  medical  personnel  in  order  to  prevent  the  ontire 
coolie  and  r.O*’.'.  labour  from  boin^  wiped  out.  By  I’ovombor,  1943»  there 
wore  well  over  5*000  deaths  in  tho  F  u  H  British  Forco  of  Labour,  and  as 
regards  coolies  an  estimation  is  difficult  but  I  know  that  ut  S/.N  KHYZR 
Coclie  C^.ip  (about  120  D-i*  from  TAMBU&X.T*  and  a  few  jai.  above  NH£AE) 
the  death  roll  in  November,  1943*  was  40-30  daily  for  a  period  of  6-8  we oka 
in  one  omll  coup  alone,  on  the  march  Mp-country  •  from  KIN8AYCK  to 
NULiSi  overy  hundred  yards  or  so  of  tho  path  worn  by  previous  prisoners 
and  coolios,  wo  mot  dead  bodies  of  coolies  or  tho  unuictukublo  small  of  a 
decaying  corpso  -  these  uoro  of  man  who  hud  beon-forcod  to  march  in  too 
exhausted  a  state  or  who  hod  fall on  ill  on  the  way  end  had  bean  loft  behind , 

in  some  instances  jnpuneso  guards  triad  to  amend  the  conditions 
but  they  wore  powerless  in  the  face  of  a  woefully  inadequate  supply  and 
medical  organisation*

beasts*  is  tho  Japanese  officer  directly  to  blur*  for  tho  absolutely 
unnccossury  hl^h  death  roll  amcnoSt  coolies  and  prisoners  on  tho  railway, 
certainly  in  1943*  Ho  must  take  the  blame  for  responsibility  for  racial 
hatred  as  witnessed  by  his  speoch  to  British  doctors  whom  he  made  sit 
for  an  examination  to  provo  they  wore  doctors,  and  for  his  failure  to 
transport  medical,  food  and  sunitary  supplies  to  the  forward  camps  cutting 
their  way  through  virgin  junolo.
